THE ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH. 

Tue Atlantic Telegraph Company has consulted Mr, Varley, the clee- 
trivian, as lo the present state of their cable, and that gentleman has 
inade a report accordingly. Mr. Varley tested the cable, and was able 
to discover that the defect which prevents the transmission of signals 
is so near the Enelish coast as to be within 245 or 300° miles of 
Valentia. He also tas discovered that the cable has not parted, the 
proof of which is that the copper wire of the eable remains continuous, 
and faint signals are received from Newfoundland. Mr. Varley also 
speaks of ‘another and more distant fault,” the locality of which he 
cannot estimate without going to Newfoundland. [le thinks there was 
something wrong on board the Agamemnon before a portion ef the 
cable was submerged. The most interesting observation Mr. Varley 
makrs is his lastone, namely, that he thinks it net allogether inipos- 
sible that some intelligible signals may yet be received through the 
cable: of which we had beeome doubtful. ; 

What Mr. Cyrus Field thought of the cessation of communivation is 
shown ina letter whieh he writes from New York ;—" 1 have received 
trom Newfoundland a despatch, informing me that althoush the in- 
sulation of the ocean cable remains perfect, no message has come over 
it for several days. The last telegraphic despateh that Ereeeived from 
England was dated September 1. What may be the cause of eessation 
Ido not know, but Leonjecture that it is the clange of shore end at 
Valentia, whieh T was informed was about to be made.” 

Cyrus W. Field must have been much disappointed when Le was 
made aware of the facts of the case. 

Professor Whitehouse concludes a detailed account of the origin and 
history of the Atlantic Telegraph project with the following remarks 
upon the catastrophe :— 

“By midnight on the fourth day after the landing of the end, the speak 
ing-instrumests at Newfoundland were sufficiently adjusted for them to 


work. We received from them words at good speed and with perfeet accu- 
racy. Sentences and messages followed, and the facility with which those

were received led me to bcheve, at first, that a difficulty which they expr- | 


rienced in reading our sicnals was to be attributed to the injury, or stil

“ The gradually decreasing strength of our current as received at New- 
founndland, and reported by them, soon made it evident, however, that 
slight, but gradually-increasing injury to our cable at this end was the cause 
of this embarrassment. This continued to increase, till they were reduced 
to reading our siqnals by barely visible movement of their most sensitive 
detector—half a degree— while we received more than a hundred tins this 
amount of force from them. Our mode of working was then moditied to 
suit the altered condition of the conductor— voltaic currents of low intensity 
leing employed, and the signals being sent, at their request, much more 
slowly than before. Soon they ceased to receive even this feeble trace of 
communication from us, while yet their signals, as received by us, were of 
ample strengta. After atime, these also begun to diminish very consiler= 
ably in force, and it became evident that the injury wos gradually increas- 
ing, and would shortly interrupt all communicau tr way. 

“The peculiar mode in which this dithicult do itself, pointed 
unnistikeably tothe Valentia end as the seat of mujury. Ont *uperinternt- 
ents at Newfoundland Chomsclves di tected it, and twice telagraplied to as to 
test for its DT dia satisfied myself, by most ¢ sive ts, thut 
close at hand. ‘The shore «or Intended tur protection of our cable, was 
lying at Keyham d our siigit and fragile cable, prepared only fer the 
tranquil oeean ¢ Was exposed to the full swell of the Atlantic on the 
Trish coast, und to the swaying to and fro with every tide, 

“Theleved, from my testing, and from the gradual mode in which the 
injury had manifested itself, that the fault would be found slight in degree, 
Dut extended Later seep over that portion of our fragile cable between high 
water mark and the deep and tranquil sea, for which it was alone intended, 
where it was exposed—and allowed to remain exposed, I cannot but say 
neglizently—almost wantonly—to an amount of strain and attrien for 
which it was known to be unfitted.”” 

Of course there are other explanations of the dis.ster. One letter 
writer says :— 

“The simple experiment of winding a piece of wire round a rod will show 
the tendency that the wire has to twist upou ils own axis, or, as it is 
technically called, to kink. If in making this experiment the ends of the 
wire are prevented from rotating upon their axis, the wire will be twisted 
upon itself at cach turn, ‘This twisting will tell most on the weakest part 
ol the wire. Now, in stowing away the transatlantic cable, it was « ed in 
circles all having the same direction, For cach circle completed, the cable 
would havea tendency to twistonce upon itsaxis. This tendency nec essarily 
tells upon the weakest part, and thus at intervals the gutia percha may be 
so damaged as no longer to afford the protection requisite to the electric 
wire, If, instead of being disposed of in a continuous coil, the electric cable 
were packed in a form more or less resembling a figure of eight, the twisting 
of the wire in the lower part of the figure would be exactly counterbalanced 
by an cpposite tendency in the upper part. The dan from the 
Mentioned cuuye in packing the cable in any future experiments m. 
readily avoiled.” 

A project for abandoning the use of iron wire in telegraphic cables, 
and substituting hemp, has been favourably received. ‘The advantages 
of the hempen ¢ ble are supposed to be these. “Lt could be payed out 
With the utmost ease, and would not be liable to accident from strain- 
ing; because the hemp would give with the strain, while the stran 
would be confined to the cable itself, and would not extend to the 
electric wire which it contained. Moreover, when the strain or pressure 
ceased, a hemp cable would compress or contract itself, whcreas when 
ohce an iron cable is twisted, or Lent, or expanded, it never returns to 
its former condition. It could be so made as to require a day or a week 
to sink it: and some scientific authorities are of opinion, that the 
Atlantic telegraph ean only succeed with the aid of a cable so light and

INAUGURATION OF THE NEWTON MONUMENT. 

Tun inauguration of the statue of Sir Tsaae Newton was cele- 
brated at) Grantham, on Tuesday, with great pomp and ceremony, 
and in the midst of a vast concourse of persons, inchuling men of 
nee from all parts of the country, ‘The statue stands on al space 
of ground (long considered a disgrace to the town) at the south end of 
Ligh Street. 


When it was resolved by the town to erect the statue, the secretary 


of a committee appointed to carry out the scheme waited upon Lord 
Brougham, who at once entered most heartily into the matter, and 
promised to do all he could to promote its success. The project havs 
ing also received the sanction of the Royal Society, the usual mean- 
were adopted to bring it before the public, with a view of obtaining 
subscriptions. Her Majesty the Queen and the Prince Consort were 
graciously pleased to sanction the undertaking by their patronage, and 
to send a subscription of £100. A committee, consisting of the Earl of 
Harrowby, Sir Glynne Earle Welby, Bart., Major-General the Hon. 
Sir Edward Cust, Sir Charles Eastlake, and Robert Stephenson, Esq., 
M.P., was appointed to select an artist to execute the work, and their 
choice eventually tell upon Mr. ‘Theed. 

The likeness of Sir Isaac is copied from a mask of his face taken 
after death, and from the portrait bust by Roubilliac.  {t represents 
him inthe costume of the period, and in the gown of a Master of 
Arts, in the act of lecturing. ‘The figure is nearly thirteen feet high, 
weighing upwards of two tons, and about half the quantity of the 
material of which it is composed was presented, in the shape of old 
gun-metal, by her mae eg Government. The figure ata 
y destal of Anglesey marble, designed by Mr. heed, and cut by Mr. 
togers, of Park Hill. The height of the pedestal and fivnre is 
twenty-seven feet, and ils cost is £1,650, of which £600 was con- 
tributed by the inhabitants of Grantham and neighbourhvod. 

Tue inauguration of the statue was distinguished by the presence of 
Lord Broustam and a great company of literary and seientitie men, 
and by all civie ceremony. Lord Brougham delivered a learned and elo- 
quent oration, in which he passed in review the many and wondertul 
discoveries of Newton, whom he eulogised as the most surpt ising genius 
the world ever knew.

THE CITY OF PEKIN. 


Prxty, as seen from the summit of the mountains which surround 
it on the Tartar side, presents to the traveller the picturesque appear-- 
ance of a forest of trees, diversified in form and colour. The only thing 
remarkable that takes the eye, in the way of architecture, is the impos- 
ing extent of its fortifications, which, from their gloomy grandeur, mys- 
teriously impress the mind, The name of Pekin seems to be ignored 
as one approaches the eapital; no mirage could be more illusive. Since 
Nankin has ceased to be the metropolis of the south, Pekin is called by 
the Chinese, ‘TSing-tehing, or Choun-thian-fou, the Tartar tsakhars, 
Mongol, and Manchoo, give it numerous other names. arching as 
far back as Chinese annals inform us, we find that in the earliest ages, 
Pekin bore the name of King; under the ‘Tehou dynusty, n.c., it was 
known as Jen, Nangko under the Tsin, Nemthien under the Tong. In 
1125, Pekin was taken by the Manchoos, who juve sinee reigned in 
Southern China. 
and Houhildaa, his sucess 
Houns-Wow, of the Ming 
it. or In L187, the walis were bricked over. 
this. they were simply built of mud. 

The Chinese dynasty saw its downfall at the sack of Pekin, in 1644, 
When, on the evening of the Lith of April in that year, the emperor, 
Hoatisung, put an end to his existence on the King-chau, an artificial 
mound, It is shown in our illustration, behind the Imperial Palace. 
Fire heightened the horrors of the scene. The mountains of Tartary, 
fifieen miles distant, were lit up with the glare of the Hames, devouring 
the Imperial Palace: the vast plain of Pétcheli glowed in the streams 
of red light rising from the devoted city. A convoy, said to have been 
thirty miles in length, quitted the walls laden with spoil. 

In 1662 an earthquake buried in its ruins three hundred thousand 
persons. Seventy years later, a hundred thousand of the inhabitants 
were destroyed by a similar catastrophe, 

With regard to the existing architecture of Pekin, everything is done 
by rule. The buildings in which tribunals are held are regulated in 
dimension according to the importance of the courts held there, A 
special law determines the number of bricks and tiles required in the erec- 
tion of a tribunal of Mandarins of the first or second orders. A mil- 
lionaire may raise himself palaces in gold and silver ingots if only they 
are in his own private grounds, but the entrance from the street must 
by its style express his rank, and not be more imposing than allowed 
to the cliss he represents, The emperor is submitted to this law the 
same as any of his subjects. ‘I'woestoreved houses (/érow) are only to 
be met with in the park of Yuen-min-Yuen (garden of perpetual ver- 
dure) six mies trom Pekin. Avain the colours of the roots v aecording 
to the edifice. Forinstance, the tiles on the Imperial palace 
those on the residences of the princes are green, and the ordinary 
buiidings Lave blue or gray coverings. The effect of these vari 
regulations is, that the streets present an unimportant appearai 
pretensions to architectural display lying hid behind the entrance 
court. 

The situation of Pekin in the midst ofa fertile district covered with 
shady groves, the glimpses of golden-roofed temples, the picturesque 
monasteries of the bonzes, the endless stream of primitive-looking car- 
riiges, carrving vegetables, Moukden butter, or Mongolian arrack, the 
numerous sedan chairs of divers forms and colours, the long streams of 
dromedaries with Russian produce, give to the scene great life and 
animation. The suburbs are crowded with masses of people, absorbed 
by the representation of tragedies performed by strolling players, or con- 
eregated round some unfortunate eriminals expiating offences after a 
fasion of which the following case is an exemplitication. Ina huge 
collar of wood, are fixed the heads of a bonze and a youns woman: in 
front of them walks the minister of justice, bearing a bamboo, sur- 
mounted by an inscription describing the cause of their punishment. 
The case alluded to was for the bonze having broken his vows of 
celibacy, and the young lady for having abetted him in the same. 

The sixteen gates to P«kin resemble each other exactly: they are 
two-storeyed towers, roofed with blue tiles. A large archway pierces the 
basement, leading into an enclosed space, forming an exercising ground 
for troops, a military post being established at each, together with 
custom-liouse officers and a body of passport police. Beyond this is a 
second archway, on passing which are seen, on cither side, inclines to 
enabie cavalry to mount the walls. These walls are crenellated, and 
are forty-five feet high round the Tartar city, and thirty round the 
Chinese: their breadth is thirty feet, and will allow of four carri 
to be driven abreast. These gates have the oddest names, translated 
into Enelish, The two northern gates are respr Hl 
“Ye Gateway of Exalted Virtue,” and the The Ga 
lasting Peace.” The first is only opened to give massage to & 
army.

Here are precipitous 
rocks threatening to crush one at every footstep ; there, caverns yawnin 
in gloomy darkness, from which come subterranean noises of unearthl 
character ; there, again, are impetuous torrents, boiling and surging over 
granite beds. A few paces further on the entire scene is changed ; 
sweet sounding melodies charm the ear, silver bells tinkle in the balmy 
breeze, captivating the senses and transporting the sou! by their Kolian 
harmonies. From the summit of grove-covered mounds, a panoram e 
view is obtained of the golden lake Kinhat, with its temple and 
kiosk-dotted banks embowered in richly-tinted foliage. : 

It would seem that the chiefs of the empire hud sought but the study 
of their pleasures, This is net the ease. Each pavilion in these un- 
rivalled grounds is set apart for the transaction of special business, i 
such wise that ateverv pause in the imperial promenade a state min 
ter, with portfolio in hand, meets bis Celestial Majesty in the kiosk 
devoted to the eeVertiigent iiterest lier ptesents.  Suminer and win- 
ter the Emperor Mises atone in the morn, his first visit is to his 
mother. or, should she not he living, some time is spent in mute com- 
munteation with her spirit totatlet inscribed with her name. 
The ministers assenmile at three o'elork, aid await the presidency of the 
Emperor, In this empire, where work is made imoerative by law, and 
is regarded as a moral duty, the chiet of the state sets an example, 

Leaving the Imperial Palace and its gardens, whieh we have just 
described, the whole of which is enclosed by a high, red wall, with 
vellow tiles, and has for name Tsen-king-tsing, or “The Forbidden 
Town,” we will pass into the city proper, called Nei-tehing. Two 
large streets are before us, ornamented with triumphal arches; these 
streets are twenty-four paces in width, they are both bord red by the 
finest shops in the capital, before cach of whieh stands a pole bearing 
an inseription on a silken scroll, announcing the articles for sale with- 
in, Dense masses of people crowd the thoroughfares, swaying to and 
When we learn that the Chinese, in gene- 
ral, do not divest themselves of their clothing on retiring to rest, and 
that in the eapital there are upwards of tive thousand fiumilies compelled 
to seck sheller in-any kennel a notion may be formed ot the unsavoury 
smells engendered on every side, aided especially by the custom of pre- 
serving ordure of all kinds in jars kept for that purpose, which, when 
fled, are carried off to fatten the earth by their contents. 

One cause of the streets being so crowded, is the custom among 
handicraftsmen of working in the open air. The mendicant bonze beg- 
ging for his monastery, jostles the mountebank, the pastry-cook lays 
out his succulent dishes beside the dealer in tobacco and’ snuffs, the 
shoemaker stitches away at the elbow of the money-changer, a dealer 
in antiquities boasts the works of art of the time of the Teheon and the 
Song, while next to Lim u lawker of lanthorns cries his wares with 
stentorian lungs. 

The post office directory contains less professions than may be found 
in one of the great streets of Pekin. It is impossible to congeive a 
more ingenious people than the Chinese, for erecting the means of ob- 
taining a livelihood, To hes is forbidden by the law, unless the 
charity demanded is claimed on behalf ofa convent. We will not quit 
the portion of the eity we huve been deseribing (the north side), with- 
out mentioning that it is principally oceupied by the military. For- 
merly it belonged entirely to the army. to who the first emperors of 
the present dynasty gave it, dividing at

The Tartar emperors carefully exclude the Chinese from the profes- 
sion of arms, as @ means of preserving the supremacy of the Manchoo 
soldiers over the subjugated population of China, 

The principal gateway, leading from the Tartar city, is the southern 
one (Thsian-men), through which the Emperor is seen passing, and 
which is reserved especially for ium. The people ustally find ingress 
and egress by the eastern and western gates, 

Troops or government employes are not permiited to live in the 
Chinese town (¢.¢. the southern portion), they are fourbidcen even to 
pass the night within its walls, fn neaily every street are taverns 
and eating-houses ; here is, par erce'lence, the centre of the amuse- 
ments and pleasures of Pekin. The streets Taechalar and Sin-yeou- 
keou enjoy a notability for this. In these two thorouglfires are 
found the Hower shops, similar in character to the noterious flower- 
boats, Known to every traveller on the Canton river, The Vai-lo-ching 
is inhabited by actors, mountebanks, musicians, conjurors, snake- 
charmers, and itinerant poets, Gambling houses and money-lenders 
have here established their quarters. Ttis in this neighbourhood also 
that the law is curried eut on wretched criminals, who are executed in 
crowds every aututun, the only period at whieh executions take place 5 
the sole exception to this rule is in the ease of conspirators against: the 
state, who are exceutedl at all times. ‘Vhe executioner wears a red 
gaberdine with a white apron; his head is coversl with a crimson cay 
surmounted by a tall straight father. The officer who accompanies the 
condemned, carries as many | tters, bearing the Eimperor’s seal, as there 
are criminals, and as each nate is ealled out, the last minister of the 
law seizes the poor wretel, aid in anather wioment his head is rolling 
on the ground. At the present day Pekin is governed by martial law, 
and great has been the amount of blood spilt on this spot since the in- 
surrection.

Nothing can be grander 
than this ceremony. The Son of Heaven shows himself in all his 
pomp and splendour: the entire garrison form his escort and line the 
path by which he proceeds, The imperial musicians, eomposed of one 
hundred instrumentalists and one thousand vocul performers, chaunt

THE ATLANTIC CABLE. 

Ir is now, unfortunately, too plain that the ‘difficulty ” 
which interrupts the action of this great undertaking is of a 
very serious character. When the first news of the success 
burst out, the quiet with which the Lritish public, as distinct 
from the American, received it, seems almost like a presenti- 
ment of evil, Instead of noisy enthusiasm, the nation showed 
quiet and timorous pride. But we must not despond too soon. 
Come what may, as Byron says, we have been blest. We have 
issued and received thought through the Atlantic sea; and 
though the task is difficult, it has been proved to be possible. 

The report to the Directors, from Mr. Varley, enables even 
those who do not profess to bo electricians, to get a glimmer of 
the real nature of the hitch. To begin with, the cable has not 
parted, a fate predicted for it by several, and not impossible 
with such an immense weight of sea-water pressing. ‘There 
are still faint signals from Newfoundland, indicating that the 
electric power mukes itself felt along the line. In fact (to bar- 
row an illustration from /:/e)-- the brain is affected, so to speak, 
but not dead. There is some imperfection which neutralises 
the power, pro tem.; but there is not reason to doubt, that it 
will admit of remedy. 

According to Mr. Varley, there is a “fault” equal to ten 
miles of the cavle, at between 245 and 300 miles from Valentia, 
and in 410 fathoms of water. And he also seems of opinion 
that there is a more distant one. Further, his notion is, that 
one of these existed on board the Agamemnon, which he gathers 
from records of some experiments made with the cable in that 
vessel. It is obvious that questions like these ure entirsly 
special and technical, and that no amateur ean have an opinion 
npon them. Put what we are entitled to remark is, that where 
science crn do even what it is doing in this erisis —probe the 
difficulty round and round, and point out sometines a hope 
and sometinies a hint to its nature—there is reason to 
trust to its capebility to do more by and by. For this is 
just the way im which all inventions have been made ulti- 
mately serviceable. It is more wonderful that we should 
have any message at all, than that there should have oc- 
curred a failure before the scheme’s perfect establishment. At 
the same time, if it can be proved, presently, that Mr. Var- 
ley’s notion of a ‘fault’ existing when the cable was on 
bourd ship, is untenable, we foresee more despondency than 
ever. It would then be argued, with better reason than ever, 
that it is the depth and vastness of the sea through which it has 
to pass which has injured the cable, and that in such case, there 
will always be danger of interruption. Unfortunately, there is 
no medium in this great scheme between perfect success and 
perfect failure. If we can talk permanently with America, the 
cable is a wonder of the world; but if not, who cares that a 
meaningless throb of electricity can be produced between us 
through it? 

We do not feel called upon to go at any length into the dis- 
pute between the directors and their late employe, Mr. White- 
house. If the directors’ account is to be relied upon, he is a very 
self-willed gentleman. ‘They charge him with acting without 
their authority, and even with still greater liberties, as well as 
errors. Tut this is a matter for private controversy between 
them; nor does it appearthat Mr. Whitehouse is responsible for 
anything so serious as theinterruption. The worst with which he 
is charged in that aspect is “ establishing no means of concerted 
action” betwecn Newfoundland and Valentia, ‘tin case of difli- 
culty.” We speak modestly on such points; but surely such 
“concerted action,” to be worth much, must depend on the con- 
tinuance of communication. It is natural that there should 
be warm feeling about such a catastrophe, but we doubt if any- 
thing could shake the public’s confidence in the scheme so 
much, as a perplexing controversy between the Company and 
men of science, or of men of science among each other, about such 
delicate operations. 

The directors, we fear, are (from their tone) not very hopoful 
about any pe success. They have sent out one of their 
staff to act for them, and they hint at the possibility (weather 
permitting) of the cable’s being raised in the part injured. Lut 
the time of the year is against them, and the operation in ques- | 
tion a difficult one; and does not somewhat of melancholy 
breathe from the following passage of their report ?— 

“The directors, in spite of this piece of evil fortune, cannot re-— 
member, otherwise than with an honourable feeling of pride and 
satisfaction that the primary and ruling motive which actuated them and 
their brother shareholders in entering upon the first epoch of this great 
work, was not altogether of a sordid or mercenary character, and 
that one at least of the great objects of the subscribers has been fully 
suecessful.’” 

The words in italics—our own italics—are not happy ; for an 
honest aim at a dividend is not necessarily ‘sordid or mer- 
cenary.” Yet the boast is fundamentally a fair one ; the attempt 
was made nobly, skilfully and bravely, and the gleam of 
temporary success shines like a bit of poetry in the history of 
the year. It is due by the public to its own consistency not to 
fail to back up the Co y through the re-action which is ‘ 
inevitable while the “hitch” lasts. We will try the Atlantic

Tis is the book of which the ‘* Times” observes that no one is 
capable of reviewing it but the author himself, but it is at the same 


time a work which no ene can read without wishing to say somethins 
about it, The worst of it is, that every one who takes am interest in 
China, or in newspaper correspondence of any kind, must already have 
perused the letters in the ** ‘Times. We all remember the six coluning 
that appeared one morning about the battle of Fatshan, and how clearly 
the scene of action was made out to the readers by the introduction of 
wickenliam Eyot and Star and Garter Hill, and ‘an island shaped like 
a leg of mutton placed lengthway in theriver.” The fighting itself was 
described vividly, by aman who had evidently been in the thick of it, 
and not too seriously -or it would be impossible to read such deseriy- 
tions at all. Some time afterwards, ina letter from Shanghai, we met 
with the most interesting accounts that had ever been published of 
Chinese marriage and funeral ceremonies, together with the fullest 
details on the subject of small feet’ and the operation by which they are 
produced. Un the chapter which treats of the ‘small feet” (the letters 
are now divided into chapters), we get a vood notion of the method by 
whieh Mr. Cooke, after t residence of only nine months in China, in 
jing the time he passed on board ship, enabled himself to tell us far 
» about the country than other writers who had lived there toy 
many vears. ‘The regular author-tourist, after hearing or guessing at 
one or two facts about the small-foot Imsiness, would have retired to 
his * study." to write about them, and would have arrived at last at 
seme splendid generalisations, involving an intinite number of untrut 
These would, in all probability, have been accompanied by the usual rs 
flections on tight-lacing at home and other obvious platitudes, This 
model newspaper correspondent, however, observes in the true seienty tic 
er, and his opinions are deduced trom a series of carefully-asver 
tacts, There are small- footed ladies at Hong-Kong, he tells us, 
who gain a very fair livelihood by exhibiting their pedal extremitios t 
sea-vaptainsand other curious Europeans at a dollara head ; but so super- 
ficialan examination of this natural peculiarity did not satisfy Mr. Cooke, 
Ife had recourse to his triends the missionaries,and by their aid indueed 
some poor Chinese women to bring him a ¢ omple fe gamut of littl rls 
from the missionary schools, (Many of these female children, by the 
way, owed their lives to the intercession of the missionaries, but their 
influence had been powerless to prevent the torture of their feet.) The 
eldest af these eight girls had had her feet thoroughly deformed into 
what the Chinese consider beauty. “Phe foot is a shapeless lump. 
pis where the ankle was, and all that is left to go into the 
ul to tread the ground, is the ball of the great toe and the 
his isthe small foot of the Chinese woman—a bit of toe and a 
with a mark like a cicatrive left after a huge cut running 
up between them.” ‘Two of the girls—the second and third notes of 
the scale-—were yet suffering great pain, and their feet were hot and 
inflamed. The next was just undergoing the commencement of the 
second operation—a_ torture under whieh sickly children frequently 
die, The sole of the foot was being curved into the shape ofa bows 
the great toe and heel being brought together as near as possible, 
“The bandage is never slackened; month by month it is drawn 
tighter; the foot inflames and swells, but the tender mamma perse- 
veres.” The four younger children were being subjected to a prelimi- 
nary penatice, in which the big toe is left tree, ‘The youngest of all 
was a child of two, and though the great toe was left untouched, the 
other four had been forced down under the ball of the foot, and closely 
hound in that position; so that the child had to walk upon the knuckle

Sow there have been some svore of Looks published on the subject of 
China and in each of these we have had more or less information 


about the women's small feet. and the modes of producing them; but 
inly ne full and intelligible account of the process ever appeared 
Ithe letlersof Mr. Wingrove Cooke were publisued in the * Times.” 
Take, again, the elaborate account of the Chinese dinner, of which 
many of the component parts had doubtless been mentioned by pre- 
Vious Writers, but which had never been described as a whole. It 
appears that there was some difficulty about obtaining the repast. If 
a Frenchman asks you to dine with him at a aris restaurant, you 
may be sure that one dish in his carte will be an absurd roti de bawf, 
which you would gladly have avoided, and another pommes de terre 
é ean, if the cook will only consent to send them to table, We have 
even seen our French allies carry their politeness to Englishmen so 
far_as to order salad, accompanied by cheese, between the sweet dishes 
and the dessert, and it appears that the Chinese show a similar attention 
tu the supposed wishes of our countrymen whenever the latter are in- 
vited to dinner at Canton or Shanghai. Mr. Cooke had plenty of 
invitations to dinner, but if he had waited until he had been invited to 
a real Chinese feast, he might have remained in China until now. 
Then, the precedent of Mahomet and the mountain appears to have 
oecurred to him, If he was not to go to the dinner, the dinner should 
come to him. He went to the celebrated restaurant known as the 
“Gallery of the Imperial Academician,” and ordered a regular Chinese 
dinner for himself and eight friends. The description of the meal, 
dish by dish, trom the lard-boiled eggs to the dessert, is admirable, 
and really, with our mind's palate, we can taste and appreciate a great 
many of the plats. The only portion of the dinner that we cannot under- 
stand, and for that reason, perhaps, cannot exeuse (** tout comprendre 
cest tout pardonner,” says Chateaubriand) is the opening course of 
provocatives. The oysters, the sardines, and the thon marine of the 
French, are decidedly whets to the appetite; so are the little cubes of 
caviar, salted salmon, pickled cucumbers, &e., which form the Russian 
zakouska, and which have the advantage of being aceompanied by 
small glasses of bitters; but how in the name of Heliogabulus, can a 
man get up an appetite on goose, tripe, and hard-boiled eggs? —Proba- 
bly a slice of egg, or a mouthful of goose, acts as a sort of challenge to 
the digestive organs, and rouses them into a pleasant state of activity; 
but we need hardly observe that, to produce this effect, only a very 
small portion of the goose or the egg must be taken. An Englishman 
entered a restaurant in the Rue Montorgueil one day, ate four dozen 
oysters, and then declared, with much xaivete, that he didn’t feel a bit 
hungrier than before. What would he have felt at a Chinese dinner 
if he had commenced by eating four slices of the breast of a goose? 

The ingenious periphrase in which Mr. Cooke tells of the Chinese 
mode of saying grace after meat will not be forgotten by those who 
read the Special Correspondent’s letters in the Times.” ‘The 
master of the ceremonies now looked around him with a swollen and 
satistied air, and—erupit mons—trom his mouth came forth a loud 
sonorous noise, which a certain dramatist has not scrupled to bedeck 
with knighthood, and to christen Sir Toby.” Indeed nothing is 
omitted in this aceount of a Chinese repast, which is the only reason- 
able and intellizible account that has been published. ** For although,” 
as the author observes, ‘*several travellers have given the forms and 
ceremonies of a Chinese state dinner, and have indulged in a general 
he strangeness of its materials, no one has ever yet taken 
ule trouble to inform himself as to what the dishes before hun really 
did contain.” 

In an interesting and valuable preface to these Chinese letters the 
author apologises, in the ironical manner, for having neglected to 
write an elaborate essay on Chinese character. ‘ The truth is,”’ says Mr.
